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ERCHANDIZING (traly conſidered in it ſelf ,j and rightly praftiſed , may 
M well be ſaid ro be an Art or Science invented by ingeniow mankind., for the pablick 
good, commodity and welfare of all Common-wealths ; for ſome places and Kingdoms 
are ſupplied and furniſhed with choſe things, whereof Narure her ſelf hath proved 
deficienc in, and which in ſome other places or Kingdows hath abounded , me nr ro 
the need, ornament, or commodity of humane life,and is performed by exporring che ſaperflui- 
ries, thatare found in che one, to furniſh the defets and wants that are found in che ocher : 
and the Arts-men chat are ſcenchus to praRtiſe and exerciſe the ſame, and which dochus Tran(- 
pul theſe chings from one place to another, arc generally known to us and commonly termed 

y the name of Merchants, and the things them(clves atk they Negotiate and Troffique 
are termed Merchandizes or Commodines.

his golden Armour was valued in barter at one handred Oxen, and that the Braſs Armour 
of Diemedes was valued in barter but at nine : Bur an in proceſs of time, finding it too too 
difficule aching, and coo too troubleſome a buſineſs, to carry about him, all things thus ber- 
8er'd and tracked from one place to another, choſe our one fingelar thing , which as a common 
ſtandard or meaſure, ſhould countervail and be in Value as other chings, .and which ſhould 
be received and accounted of in payment, ſatisf ation, and equivalency teall others, and the 


_ thus choſen and eſtimated, was Gold, Silver and Braſs, the moſt excellent of Meals, ; 
which being then and fince, by che authority of Princes, divided into great and ſmall P . 

and into ſeveral and diſtin& parts and denominations, was ſtamped and coined with feveral .

it is evident and manifeſted that all chings are obedient and in ſubjeRion ro Aﬀonys 3 and thar 

thisdevice, a mean was found out and invented, whereby one thing ſhould be to Aﬀer- 
chants as all, and cherefore men chruſt forward by natural inclination and worldly jadgmear, 
choſe co thisend and uſear firſt, che thing that was found moſt darable, proper, and maniable, 
which they only obſerved beſt to be Metal ; aud amongſt all Metals gave Silver and Gold the Coins made of 
preheminence inthe invention of Aſonys, which of their own nature was thus obſerved to be Silver and 
molt durable, and incorraptible, and of which we find as well in cheſe our times, as in times 

aſt, moſt Princes of the World, to make their exrrent Coins of, berween men and man in 
Trade of Merchandizs. I deny not but in the innocency of thoſe golden times of old , when Bartering and 
neither Silver nor Gold was pur to this uſe, there was yet a Trffique found, and a Commerce Exchanging 
praftis'd amongſt markind, which may be imagined did nor then excend it ſelf ro buying and dr 
ſelling in chat ſame nacure, as now it 1s in uſe fince che invention of Afonies, bur only co a $4. 
Trecking, Exchanging, and Bavtering , and that only for chings neceflary to back and belly, 
co feed and cloth, and ſo to preſerve life z bart theſe crimes worn ouc by a more acure age, and 
men laying to theraſelyes a foundation of ſovereignty and gangs the ftronger ſtill depri- 
ving the weaker, and riches thereby becoming defirable, this Myſtery creptup, and was ad- 
muicted z and cherefore from cheſe two Afinerals was found out a Body, which once authorized 
by power of the Magiſtrate, had a predominancy over all earthly chings, and by which was 
ſquared our and level'd (as by an indifferent meaſure) all chings appertaining to 2vankind, che 
abundance thereof brought wich it the abundance of honour, arrendants, neceflarics, and ſuper -

Buc co come to the greſenc Times, though in general throughout all Exrope, ic is now found 
that Coins and Monles, of Silver and Gold (as 1s afore obſerved) is only in uſe, and tha all 
Commerce and Traffiqueis principally drawn ug maintained thereby ;z yer is it noted in this 
Cp, that all Nations have ner yer ſ{ubmi it judgment to the Prerogarive of theſe ewo 
Minerals, 
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Minerals, but retain till in uſe ſome other chings ſerving in cheir ſtead and place z for firſt 
gi the Iſlands of Porto Riccio, Saint Dominico, and in many places of America, they have in aſe 
{mall picces of Lether, current for Coins amongſt chem, not chas chey want Silver and Gold, for 
they enjoy it in greateſt abundance, bur wanc the uſc and invention thereof z as of late days it is 
found to be eſtabliſhed chere by the Spaniard, as with us in Exrope. Neicher was this only the 
cuſtom of theſe parts alone z; for i is obſervable, char in Pers, and clſewhere, where the greateſt 
plency of Silver and Gold was found our and digged, it was never put co chis uſe by the Inha- 
birancs them(clves. 

Diverſe yet in this kind, to thisday,, is the cuſtom of Coins and Aonies chat are uſed and 
goerh current chroughouc the world ; for beſide the aforeſaid uſe wherero theſe Metals have 
been put, as to be thus imployed, che common Standard ro rule all Trade and Commerce, 
and the Eftates as well of the Prince as Swhjet in Exrepe and many - other parts. of che pporld : 
thoſe Nations that have been defeRive in this point, and chat have nor valued theſe Ae- 
tals as the Ewropeans do, have yer found out ſome particular ching or macter, wherero they 
have by a Natzonal and nnanimous conſent, (as it were) attributed chis power to have a main 
ſroak in cheir Negoriation and Traffique, and wherein their wealth is found principally to 
conliſt, 

In ſundry paris of Africe, they aſe for their {mall Coins a kind of ſhells as carrent amongſt 
them, chough their greateſt payments be made cither in Send of Gold, which they. cerm Ti- 
burin, or in Inget. The ſame is che uſe this day alſo in the Kingderms of Tomato, and other ad- 
joining Countrics, 

In other places of chat Continent, they uſe [ron for their Coin, their ſmalleſt pieces being 
owe weightz and chis is ſcen praftiſed in Afaſſa , and other Kingdows alſo there- 
abour. 

In the Kingdom of Congo is taken up along the Sea-ſhore, great ſtore of Shell fiſhes, differing 
from che former uſed in T owbwto , called Lunnaches, which they diſtinguiſh male and female, 
the bell whereof is there accounted a Coin, and wherewith chey uſe ro buy both Silver and Gold, 
- with Silver or Ge:d cicher in {aſt or Coin, can they nor by any other thing needful whac- 
oever, 

In Afelinda, they have little Balls of Glaſs, in manner of our red Beads, which come to them 
from Cambais, and other places, and theſe arc their Coins and Money: 3 and wich them Gold is 
ncither found to be of account nor c 

In ſome places of Cathay, their CAony is a kind of Paper ſtamped, and in ſome other Salt 
baked into ſmall Cakes, for che excellent uſe and ſcarciry thereof, paſſech current as Coins 
amongſt chem. 

In Pegs rheir Money is called Ganza, and is made of Copper and Lead, which every man may 
at his pleaſure both coin and amp that is able z for Gold and Silver is accounted as a HMer- 
chandize amongſt them. + 

In Bengala their ſmall Money is a frait reſembling the Almond, which paſſerh carrent from 
man to man in Traffique. And in the Iſland Swmaira, it hath been obſerved, char che ſeulls 
of heir lain Enemies was accounted their greateſt creaſure, with which chey buy and barter ; 
and hes the richeſt man that hath the greaceſt number chereof in his houſe. And /aftly, in

But wherethe antient cuſtom of Exchanges is ſtill preſerved and maintained in its true and 
moderare uſe, and che craftzand abuſes thereof taken away and p it then appears to be 
moſt excellent, uſeful, commudians, and z as well ro Kingdoms and Cities in general, asro 
private Traders and Merchants in particular. 

All Coins I have obſerved before, that all weights and weeſwres ſhould be ro the Merchant as one and 
—— che ſclf ſame weight and wveaſwre, abaring or allowing, as the difference of the place requirech. 
So by this knowledg of Exchanging ſhould all Princes Coins be brought into one and che ſelf ſame 
qualicy, and parity, and be ro him as oneand the ſelf ſame (vin; for if the allay or Standard 
of one Princes Moneys, be fixer or better, than the Coins and Moneyr uſed in char place where the 
Merchant refideth, and his conſequently comrſer or baſer, the allowance given by exchange ci- 
cher in time, in price, or in both, makes up that diſparity, and ſerles thus a parity berween 
chem, in drawing down the one , which is the finer, or raiſing up the ocher, which is the 
baſer, to an even icancling, rime and price giving che allowance to reQtifie both che one and the 
other, in <qualicy agd true value.

thereof is ſeen in our Exchanges in England, which hath its ground upon the weights and 
fineneſs of our Sterling Engliſh Moneys, the weight and fineneſs of each other Countrey according 
to their ſeveral Standards, proportionable in the valxation, being truly and juſtly made, giving 
alſo chereby che price of che Exchange, in and for every place according to the denomination 
of the Money, and by which all Exchanges are or ſhould be in chemſelyes framed, caſt up, and 
calculated z but befides this real Parr of Exchange, there is alſo a Merchants Parr, which in 
due place I ſhall declare. 

Theſe Exchanges then in the general property thereof, do much differ both in che name and 
in the proportion berween the Gold and the Silver obſerved in moft Countriesz and that to 
ſer down the Parr of Exchanges exaQly, we are toexamine and compare, not only our own 
weight (as is aforeſaid) with the weight of other Countreys ; bur allo the finencſ7 ot our Sterling 
Standards wich the fiveneſu,of the ſeveral Standards of the Coins of ether Counneys; and if we be 
found noc to differ with them in the proportion berween the Gold and Silver, then may our 
Exchanges run at one and che ſame price and rate, both for Gold and Silver, caking the deno-

Mexico giverh name to half America, now known by the name of Nowa Hiſpania, whence 
the Kings of Spain ſtyle themſclves Hiſpaniaram Reges ; ur was very populous before the 
arrival of the Spaniards , who in 17 years flew fix millions of che Inhabicants, roſting ſome, 
cutting off che members, and pucring our the eyes of others, and caſting chem living co be 
devoured of wild Beaſts z ro which place now is found no Trade nor Commerce by any Na- 
tion, ſave only ro the SabjeRs of this King, and to ſuch only as are known for nacural-born 
Spaniards, though at firſt the ſame was granted by 1ſabela to the natives of Caſtile only,and Ag- 
dalwſia ; bur now indifterently to all, 

The Commedities that this Countrey is found to afford for Merchandiſe, are principally Gold 
and Silver Mines, Smgar, Tobacco, Ginger, T allow, Hider, and ſome Spices, not known co ous 
Anceſtors cill the diſcovery thereof z and amongſt others not to be forgaccen, char 2Imicable 
Tree called Metle, which by chem is planted and drefled as we do our Vines, having 40 kinds 
of leaves(ſerving to ſeveral uſes, for when they arc render chey make of them Conſerve, Pg- + 
per, Flax, Mantler, Matr, Shooer, Girdles and Cordage : on theſe leaves grow cercain hhagd 
prickles {o ſtrong and ſharp , char they uſe them inſtead of Saws: from the rooe of this Tree 
cometh a juyce, like nnto Sy#p , which being ſod, becomerh Honey , if purified, becomech 
Smpar ; or otherwiſe thereof is made both Wine and Vinegar: the rind roſted healech buys 
=> ſores, and from the top-bowghs ifſueth a Gum , whuch is an excellent Antidote againſt

ka Countrey is divided into four divifions, the firſt is Nowe Galicia, the chief Town 
thereof is called Saint Michael a Colony of the Spaniards, The ſecond is Mechnacan , one 
of che beſt Councreys of New- Spain, abounding in AMealberry-Trees, Silk, Honey, Wax, and 
ſtore of Fiſh of all kinds; the principal Town is Sinſonſs, and the chick Havens are at Saint 
eAnthenier, and at Saint James ; or, as the Spaniards called ity Saint Fago, The third Province 
is Guftacen, the chick Ciry is Hlaſcalan, yielding for beaury and ſtare precedency co Mexico, 
and nene other in all chele parts, the principal part is FVillarico, a wealthy Town , as the 
place through which all che Traffigne of old and new Spain doth paſs. The fourth is Mexico, 
wherein that famons Ciry of CMexics is ſeared , now the Seat of the Spaniſh Viceroy and 
Archbiſhop of New-Spain ; this City is ſaid co be fituared ina Lake upon certain Iſlands, 
as Venice doth, every where interlaced with the pleaſant currencs of freſh and Sea-waters, * 
and carriech a face of more civil Government then any other in America, though norhing, 
if compared with any in Egrope: the Lake is ſaid ro be 50 miles in compaſs; on whoſe banks 
arc found many pleaſant Towns and Houſes : alſo it is ſaid chat fifty thouſand Wherries are 
ſeen here concinually plying, and afterd ſuch quanricy of fÞ, that the ſame is worch_20000 
Crowns yearly, The Cuy of Mexico it (elf is fix miles in compaſs, containing 6000 hbowſes 
of Spaniards, and 6000 of Indians: it hath alſo a Printing-bouſe, a Mint and an Univerſity,

the South being called Cape Henry, that on the North Cape Charles, by which they paſs into 
a greac River or Bay called the Bay of Cheſapiahe, which runs away Northerly abouc 100 
leagues, inco which River or Bay of Cheſaplake many other great Rivers empty themſelves, all 
ranning up Weſt and Northweſt into the Countrey 100, 120, and ſome 140 or 150 miles, 
being 3, 4, 5, and ſome of them 6 or $ miles broad, all which (wich ſome other ſmaller Rivers 
which fall inco chem) -are Navigable for Shipping, having 4, 5» 6; 7, $ fachoms, and in che 
ſhalloweſt parts net lefs then three fathoms depths of water : Ships chat come our of the 
Sea are ured ſo ſoon as they are within the aforeſaid Capes, and may ride fafely in any 
of choſe Rivers where they pleaſe, wichin a mile, half a mile, and in ſome places within a quar- 
ter of a mile of che hore , which alſo they do, Anchoring ſometimes at one place, ſome- 
rimes at another for the delivering out and caking of their Goods, . in the ſeveral Plantations agd 
the ſeveral Rivers, as ſtands beſt wich cheir conveniency, after chey haye given che Governour an 
accoanc of their arrival, and from whence they come. 
The firſt River,afrer they are wichinthe Capes in the Bay 'of Cheſapiake, is called Famer Ri-

ſome of our Plantations z bur are nochin{ ſo numerous asac che firſt, being very much leſſened

Ther pollicy is co prohibie the Importation of Guns, Powder and Shot, ſo that all Foreiner, 
are to beware how they come there with that commodity z for the Stranger ſhall be ſure to have 
it ſeized, wichour ſome cloſe contrivance in the landing of it ; but once landed, and on the ſhore, 
they are ſold there in their common Shops, ;

1s accounted ewenty five Kingdoms or Provinees , through which rungeth the famous w of 
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Niger or Sanega, in whoſe over-flowing confiſterh the welfare of che Inhabicancs;z even as ig 

it doth by che inundation of Nile, for chis (as that) increaſcth for forty days , and de. 
creaſeth for forty days more, - during which time che Inhabirancs fail over che whole Land in 
Boars and Barges, 

This whole Tra& principally now acknowledgerh three Sovereigns, which is the Kingdom of 
Tombats, the Kingdom of Berneo, and che Kingdom of Goags ; cach Kingdom giving name tg 
a City che principal refidence of che Kings. The City of Towbwte lieth beyond the River of 
Sanegaor Niger , wherein is found a Trade driven by many French, Dutch and Engliſh Mer. 
chants ; the manner thereof, and themarrer wherewich I ſhall hereafter as well as I can parti. 
cularize, Four hundred miles from Tombats is the City of Goaga, wherein are found eminent 
Merchants, and precious and ſumptums Merchandize of all forrs. Borneo is thechird, che In- 

" habitants whereof are berrer verſed in breeding of Catte!, than in che Art of Commerce, and bet- 
ter read in Mars than Merewry. 

The Commoditiesof theſe Conntreys, are Corn, Sugars, Cattel, Horſes, Rice, Fraits, Gold 
in Sand, which they rerm Sige, and we Tibsy ; and allo in ſagets without Sovercign ſtamp 
or charater, and is diſtinguiſhed by irs fiweneſi and goodneſs, which che Inhabicancs by way of 
exchange do barter with their neighbours and other forcin Nations, againſt Cloths, Linens, 
Callics's , Baſons of Copper, Iron-work,, Smord-blader, Hand-Guns , Glaſſer, Beads, and ſuch 
like, and principally againſt Salt, which of all other Commodities this Countrey is moſt defe.

The Trade of all this TraR, ſuch as it is now in theſe days known to our Nation , is com» 
— _ priſed alongſt the Sea-coaft, which the Portugals by reaſon of their former Plantation here,

nents that the Cuſfew-bewſe there yielded ro Pol. Aalates 7 \, millions of Gold : and afterward 
when the Rowan: came to be of «Agypt, they found it to yield them fifteen avillicns, 
Theſe laſt augmented this Trade, and ſent into India every year by the ceftimony of Plizy an 
hundred andewenty Sail of Ships, wheſe Lading was ourward bound worth 120080 (rowns, 
and it produced in profic at che return homeward, for every Crown, a hundred. But when the 
Vandals, Lonobards, Goths and Moors had rent aſfunder the Roman Empire, all Commerce in 
theſe parts berwcen theſe Nations began to ceaſe 5 but when che inconvenience and diſcommo- 
dity thereof was ſenſibly diſcerned and perceived, it was begun again and fer afoor anew by 
other Princes that covered this rich Trade, conveying the Indian Commadities afterward wi

Cairo is = commonly reputed to be one of che greateſt and moſt famous Cities of the 
World, called by the Arabians el Cabgir, ſcared in a beautiful Plain acer the Mountain CIMe- 
catun, and about ewo miles diſtant from the famous River of Nilzs, invironed wich ſtacely 
Walls, and fortified with Iron Gates, having therein many fair, and long Screets, where 
are ſcen placed by chemſclyves each Trade and Occupation, and ſome Streets wholly beautified 
with Colledges for the findiens, Palaces for the bonexrable, Temples for the religions; and Carns, 
or Burſcs br the @Merchants and Negotiaters; the principal of which is called Cars Haleli, 
tormerly the reſidence only of Perfia Merchants, now admicting of other Nations, builc in 
manner cf a Kings Palace, having three ſtories ene above another; the lower only containing 
Ware-houſes for che keeping 0 1 and bulky Commodiries , the middlemoſt for Spices, 
Per fumes, and richer Merchandize, and the uppermoſt tor lodgings for thoſe Merchants that 
have cheir Ware-houſes thereig: neer which, and round about che ſame the richeſt Shop- 
keepers are found to have their dwelling 5 and where in cimes paſt the principal Merchants of 
Chriſtendoms had a place of refidence appointed for their Fattors and Agents; 
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/ of Cairo, beginningever co increaſe about the 1 5, of Fune,lo comcinging 40 days increaſing, aud 
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This City is ſurrounded wich ſundry large and ſpacious Snburbs z which is peculiar to 
ſundry Artizans and Arriſts, che principal Suburbs is called B«4ach, diſtant two miles from 
the Walls of the Ciry , and ſtretching it ſelf along the Banks of the River of Vile, beau- 
tified wich many fair buildings, and is now the common reſidence of the princival Merch ants 
of chis City : and here are all ſach Commedities landed, as cicher cometh-out of the Medites- 
raneas Sea, by any the Channels of Wilzs up this River, or out of Arabia, or other Councreys 
down this ſtream;'here lies all che Veſſels moored,cither to lade or unlade $ and here do the Ofh- 
cers refide, which receive the Cafems of all Goods coming by Warer from cither Danviett a, Ro - 
ſetta , or Alexandria, which in it (elf is bur ſmall, che principal Caf and Dury being paid 
by cheſe Merchants, and colleRted by the Agents of the Cafomers ac theſe Maricime Ports above- 
ſaid : bur thoſe Commodities thar come out of the firm land do here pay the ſaid tncire Cuſtoms, 
as ſhall be menrioned hereafter. | - 

This City is inhabited by fix ſorts of Merchants, cach of them trading by ſo many diſtint Merchanes of 
waysz the native «/£gyptian I reckon the firſt,ever accounted expert Merebants, bur never ad- fix forts i 
venturing out of his own Countrey , who buy from ocher forein Nations their Commodities in ©497% 
grols, and ſupply che neceſſities of cheir own Countrey by retail, 

. The Arabian or Mow isthe next, here eſteemed the greateſt and moſt eminent Merchants ; 3, 

for cheſe are they who are found to furniſh all «Egypt with the Spicerand Gems of India, and 
the Day of Arabia, Importing the ſame by > and Drowedaries from Goa, Ormnur, 
effden, Zebit, _—_ Mecca, and other places from and about the Red-Sea: and in rerurn 
thereof Exporting hence the Drag of «Agypt , and ſuch other Commodities as are brought hicher 
by choſe Nations neighbouring, principally upon and about che Mediterranean Sea. The principal 
Commodities accounced and firreſt for chem is the excellent Gold of this Countrey called the Sol- 
ranics and Sheraffie, which «Egypt in great affordech. 

The chird fort of Merchants 1 account the Chriſtians of Exrope, as principally che French 3 
and Venetians, who have here their C onſuls and Ficeconſuls for the Preſervation of their Trade, 
and ProteRtion of their Nation, by certaia Capitulacions agreed upon berween their — 
and the Grand Signior in Conſtantinople , paying ſuch Ducies and Cuſtoms here as their faid 
Capiculations do nominate ; and theſe thus furniſh egypt with Levantine Commodities, and 
generally with all the Fabricks and Wares of the growth of E z and theſe carry hence in 
returns chele Commodities brought hicher both our of Arabia and Tadia, and the native Commu- 
dizies of chis Countrey. 

The Twrks I account the next, whoſe Emperour ſwayeth the Scepter of this rich Countrey, 4 
and who in reſpect of their cafie Cuſfoms reap a peculiar benefic by the Trade of this 
place z but the'moſt eminent of them reſiding far hence and in Conffantinople, and their ad-= 
venture proving dangerous and hazardable, by reaſon of the Incurfions of the Aſalta and Flo- 
rentine Gallies, joining cherero che dull cemper of char Nation generally in macter of Coms- 
averce, and che 1ll ſacceſs cheir gr and Soom have of late years had, doth much divert cheir 
minds from any eager purſuic ot that (o rich a tr affick.

Trade, and their general correſpondence in all theſe Conntreys before-mentioned , partake of 
all che Commerce and Traffick praftiſed by theſe ſeveral perſons ; for from Yenice, Conftenti- 
» Orme, Goa, and other eminenc places of traffick, they are found co advencure and to have 

vencuresz they travel and return wich the Arabien into Indie and frabia; they traffick here 
both in groſs and retail 5 and beſides cheir ſubtilty in driving of bargains and making of con- 
efacts berween man and man as Brokers , they are here found to be of all Profeſſions, and are 
the Profeſſors of all Arts.

Perfia, and the place where when the war is ended they are diſmiſſed 3 here is the entrance 
ito the Dominions of the Grand Signjor, and though Wars —_ berween che Twrks and 
the Perſians, yer theſe barbarous Nations are ſo careful of Merchants and the preſervation 
commerce, that the Aderchants of boch Countreys, though otherwiſe the Provinces be at variance, 
may here enter and tranſport their Merchandiz# into one anothers Countrey , paying a ſmall 
Cuftew as acknowledgment to the Prince, carrying a Teſcary or Certificate thereof wich them to 
ſach other places whither they go, whichin it ſelf proteRs their Goods and perſons from dan 
ger or Confiſcation, or other duries z ſo thar it is ordinary thing to ſee Perfia Merchants with 
great Eſtates in Alepps and Conſtantinople in the hotteſt of the Wars berween their two Sove- 
reigns, tothe ſhame, and contrary to the cuſtom of many Chriſtian Princes , who firſt prey 
upon the EAMercbants that inhabit their Countreys, making 2 War upon their Eſtaces and 
Perſons, before chey meddle wich, or haply hardly publiſh their intentions co cheir Sovereigns; 
the antient Tiberenean Cuftom being now our of uſe in Chriſtendom , who are ſaid never to 
wage war againſt any Enemy , but they faichfully certified them before-hand both of the crime 
and place gf their intent and fight 3 and as it may be conjeRured, gave fuſt a fair diſmifſion to 
the ſubjeAs of their Enemies, and conſequently to their Merchants.

This City is now the principal Magazin? for the Commodities of Perſia, India, and 4ri 
bia, and aftording naturally great ſtore oft Drugs, as Afrrb, Bilſam, Aſanna, and many 
ſorts of Spices: The heat of this place. is ſo exceſſive in the day time, char all che bargains 
and contracts made here amongſt Merchants, arc done by night, as the cooleſt ſeaſon to cffed 
the ſame.

Gi, and bur yer they fiſh not always in one place every year, but change their places by certain appoint 
_ ed and ſecled orders amongſt che principal chat have the over-ight thereof. * 

Now when the time of this ſing draweth near, then they ſend very good Divers that gp 
purpolely ro diſcover where -the greateſt heaps of Oyfers are under water, and on the ſhort 
oppolite to chart place, there hey ſet up and 2 Tad with Houſes, and a Bazar o 
market-place, of ſtone and orher materials, which ſtanderh as long as the fihing time laſted 

and is for that rime furgiſhed with all things neceſſary, which now and then happeneth co be 
nect unto places inhabited, and now andthen afar off, according to the place appointed for tha 
years 

The fjher-mven themſelves are for the moſt part Chrifians, natives of that Countrey z ne 
ther is any other debarred from this fiſhing that will, paying a certain cribute or acknow- 
ledgmenc to the King of Spain, and to the Jeſwites who have ſundry Chwrche: upon that coalt: 
now during the ſaid fihing, there are alway maintained threeor | fon Faſt: or Galliots armed 
ro defend] the fibers from injwries and Rovers. The order of which fiſhing is obſerved to be thus: 

There are commonly three or four Barks, and their companies that make conſortſhip toge- 
ther much reſembling our Engliſh Pilet-boats, having cight or ten men in a boat, and in the 
morning they goout togerher trom the ſhore, and anchor in 15 or 18 fathom water , which 
is the ordinary depths of this whole coaſt 5 and being thus moored to their Anchor , hey 
caſt a rope into the Sea, aud at the end of that rope-ulually make faſt a great None , and 
then they have in readineſs a Diver, who hath his noſe and hit ears well ſtopped and andinted 
»ith Oil, and a basket faſtened about his neck, vr under his lef: arm 3 then he figxeth down | 
by the ſaid rope ro che botrom of the Sea, and as faſt as he can he fillech the (aid basker, and , 
being full, he then ſhakerh the rope, and his fellows that hold che other end , and are in : 

cheir Bark, inſtanely hale him up with his filled baxket, and in this wiſe they go one by one & 
until chey have laden their ſaid boat with Oy/terrz and in the evening recurnung aſhore i, che ' - 
Village 
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Village, every company makerh their own heap or mount of Oyfers by chemſelves, one di- 
fant from another in ſuch wiſe, char there 1s ſeen a great long row of Mounts or heaps of Oy- 
ferr, which remain un:ouched until ſuch time as the fiſbing be ended ; and ar theend wherecf 
every company ficterh down abour their moune or heap, and fall co opening of them , which 
they may eaſily do, becauſe that then they be boch dry, dead, and brittle ; and if every Oyfer 
ſhould prove to have Pearls in them, ic would prove a very good purchaſe unto them : bur ma- 
ny are found to have no Pearl; atall in them; cherefore when cheir ' fibing 1s done, they thew 
perceive wherher their ſaid fibing and gathering proverh good or b1d, 

Now there are certain men expert in the choice and diſtinftion of Pearls, which here they call 
Chittini, which ſer and make the price of Pearls, according to their carralts, each carratt be- 
ing four grains, and theſe with an inſtrument of copper having holes cherein of ſeveral great- 
neſs ſerving to diſtinguiſh che ſorts, ro which allo they conſider their beauty and. goodneſs, 
and chen thereof make four ſeveral forts. The firſt fort be the round Pearls , which they 
call Ai« or nia of Portugal, becauſe the Portugals buy them : the ſecond ſort, which are nor 
round , are called Aia of Bengals : the third forty which are nor {@ good as the ſecond, they 
call Ae of Cancray that isto ſay, the Kingdom of Biſnagay : the fourth and laſt, and indeed 
the worſt ſorr, chey call Aia of Cambaia: and thus the price being by the men (er chereon, ac- 
cording co their ſorts, goodneſs, and greatneſs, there are Merchants of every Countrey which 
ae ready with their CAaneys in their hands to buy them; fo that in few days, all che ſaid 
parcels are bonghe up, according to the ſaid prices ſer upon them, alcering according tothe car- 
ra, beauty, and ſhape thereof. And thisis the manner of che fihing , and diſperſing of che 
Pearls throughout Indie, and chence through the World, ſo far forth as I chought good to in+ 
ſert che ſame 1n this place,

las V achas , or from the Town of Dewan to the Cape of Comin, nor above 200 miles vrade of the | 
in lengch, wherein beſides the Metropolis, Goa, are found ſundry others in ſabjeRion to the C22 of India, 
Crown of Portagal; as firſt Daman to the North of Goa; then Baſain, then Chanl, Dabs!, 

and then Goa : and to the South-ward , which ſome call che coaſt of Malabar, they hold 

Rewer, Onor , Barſelor, Mangaler, Canancr, Calicut, Cranganor, Cochin, Conlon, and Cape de C4- 

weri, which is accounted the [aſt end of che coaſt of Malabar and India : for the better nnder- 

mn the trad of theſe Sea-ports, it will be needful I ſhould ſomewhat more parcicalarly ſur- 

vey the ſame. 

Firſt chen, ic is to be underſtood that the Northern part of this Coaft is held che whol- 
ſomeſt and pureſt air for habicacion, the awry places being Daman, Baſaſen, and Chanl, Dans. 
which are found in themſelves co have good havens, whereto great treffice is maincained Baſaſen, 
throughout 7ndia 4 the Countrey hereabouts abounding in Rice , Peaſe, and other grains, vant. 
Butter and Oil of Nats, alſo Cotton Cloth great quantity, eſpecially Baroches, raking the name 
from a City of this coaſt ; and in Chan! 15 found very great concourſe of Merchants and traf- 
fick ro Ormus, Cambaia, Sinde, Maſquate, Bengala, having therein many rich Merchants, 
and Ships of great burthenz and here is alſo made divers kinds of Silk Stuffs, as Grogr amr, 

Sattine, Taffata's and ſuch like in ſuch abundance, that India, and all other places bordering, 

are ſerved with, and beholding thereto, which brings a great trade to che ſaid Ciry of 

Chanl; for they bring in the ra Silk, of China, and being here ſpun, woven, and wrought, 

carry it out again, and diſtribuce ic throughout Indis, and che neighbouring Countries z 

here alſo chey make fair and excellent wrought Bedfteds, Boxes, Decks, Stools, and ocher 

gnome arts, which bring chem great profit, and make chis place famous throughone 
e parts, 

As for the coaſt of Malabar, Oner is of good eſteem, where there is a great quantity of Coat of K+ 
Pepper yearly laden by the Portugals Faftors, accounted the beſt and fulleſt berry in all /ndi«, laber and the 
the Countrey hereabours belonging to a Queen rich in Pepper, who ſellech the ſaid commudity ade thereef, 
only to the Portagals ; but receiverh her money 6 months beforchand, and ar the ſeaſon de- 
liverech the ſaid contracted Pepper, which by che Portagals is houſed in their Fort, which 
(by her leave) they have here bwlt, cill cheir ſhipping come to ferch ir away, which is common» 

y bur once a year. 

Canancy 1s held the beſt Fort they have upon all this coaſt, and doth abound with Rice and Caanre 
Pepper, and neer the Fort is a fair Town which is plentifully ſtored with all che commedities of 
thus coaſt and ſhore, eſpecially abounding in all manner of Yifuals and provifion, and Aff 
or Ship of all fizes ——_ T Caliens 
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{alicut was once the moſt famous town of trade of all this ſhore, and gave name not onl 
tothe ſorts of Pepper thar here grow, bur alſo co char ſort of Cotton Cloth char was firſt hence 
tranſported for Erope 3 bur the Emperour the then Sovereign , being Enemy to che King of 
Cochin, with whom che Portugal: ar cheir firſt arrival here fided , and proſpered, by that 
means overthrew the great traffick of Calicut, and advanced the traffick of Coebin, whoſe $0. 
vereign by means of the trade is now become a mighty and rich Prince in chis Countrey, the 
Ciry of Cochin it (elf thereby ſo inlarged, inriched, and ſo well inhabiced by Portwgal: , who 
are1n part the new Maſters, by native Malahars and orher Nations, and ſeated upon a plea. 
ſanc River, and enjoying the commodity of a good Channel and Haven z thar it is accounted 
in theſe parts for trade and concourſe of Merchants the only ſecond to Goa: here. is laden 
yearly great quantiry of Pepper, and a coarte ſort of Cinnamon, vulearly called de Matte, no: 
thing comparable to Cinnamon of Zelen accounted the beſt; and hicher*come all the Portagd 
Ships to lade homewards, after that they have unladen their Eropean commodiciesin Gus, 
which adds much to the trade of this Ciry.

HE Coaſt of Chormandel beginnerh from che Cape Negapatanto the Town of Muſulipa- Muſulipar 
tan, berween which ſaid places is found a place Falled St, Thomas , where the Apoſtle and the crade 
Theme 15 ſaid to have preached ſalvation to theſe Nations, and whoſe Tomb is had ſtill in *f the coaſt of 
t reverence to this day among the Native Chriſtians of this Countrey : beſides which is © — 
d the Towns of Petipoli and ,Armagon, where the Engliſh of late have ſeiled Faftories that 
have dependency on the fattory of CHeſulipatang under which cherefore I will include the 
trade of this coaſt, 

Muaſwlipatan by reaſon of the commodious fituation, is the moſt eminent place of trade of 
thiscoalt, where che Engliſh have ro that purpoſe planted a faftorie , both for providing and 
lading hence the commodities of this Countrey 3 f 1 lace is ſeared on the ſame coaſt, or ra- 
ther Ifbmws, as Goa is with the Ciries wan dA... _ which are ſeated co the Eaftward, as 
the coaſt of Malabar is torhe Weſtward : the pleaſancneſs of the adjoyning River running 
down from Biſnagar the Metropolis of this Countrey, and the goodneſs of che Haven , wich 
the wheleſomneſs of the ſoil and the _———_— air, adds much co the excellency of ir 
in matter of trade and concurrency of Merchants; to which if we add che induſtry of che In- 
habicancs and che fruicfulneſs of che Countrey bearing many commodities naturally, it is nor to be 
reckoned as the leaſt or the worſt part of trading in India. 

From this place and coaſt then is found a great trade co be driven into Bengala, Pegu, Si- . 
em; CHMalacea and to India, and the principal commodities that this City is noted to be famous Commodities 
for, are choſe excellent fine Cotton Linens, made here in great abundance, and of all colours, v* whe coaſt of 
and interwoven with divers forts of Loom-works and Flowers, very fine and cunningly ©®9r*rdet. 
wrought,and therefore much worn in ſadi«,and better eſteemed chere than Silk, as indeed being 
both tound finer and richer, and uſed by che greateſt women in choſe parts for their clothing, 
wherein is tound interlaced oftentimes chreds of Silver and Gold, and divers other rare fabricks 
of Cotton, &c.

Of SATAGAN the Metropolis of Bengala, and the Trade of that Coaſt 
and the River Ganges. 


T the ending of the Coaſt of Coremendel, beginnerh this Coaſt of Bengals, through te 
4 \ middle whereof the famous River Ganges runs, making a large Bay or Gulf, whic 
carrieth the name of che Gulf of Bengala : This Countrey is under che command of che Gre 


all ndia have of this River, and the concourſe of Pilgrims thereco, for devotion ſake, add 
much ro the traffick of Sat«gan, the chicf City of this Councrey, which is pleaſantly feate 
on another fair and large River , whoſe imboſure is not far diſtant from che imboſure 
G anger, and upon which Boats ſail by che violence of the current a hundred milcs in fifree 
hours without the help of Sails or Oars, and when che Tyde curnerh, it is found co be 
violent, that the Sailers are forced to make faſt their Boats ro certain Trees fixed on the ſhe 
ſide, for they arenor able to make way againſt the ſtream and current thereof. Ac the 
trance of this River is a place called Butter, which the Inhabicanes of the Countrey and 
chants there do yearly build in form of a Village, of ſtraw, branches of erces, recds, as 
che like, and isof greac largeneſs, co which chey bring all manner of Arrchandize, ro meec the 
__ which act certain ſer times with the CHMonſcons come hicher for trade, who arc not able [4 
go higher for want of water 5 and when-che Ships aregone with the change of the Aſonſom, 
and that years tradi paſt, they then burn cheir ſaid rown and houſes, and carry up ther 
Goodsand CMerchandize to the City of Sateg.+13 whither alſo all ſmall Barks and Boars dog 
to lade and unlade. 

Ic is obſervable that thirty or forry fail of great Ships of ſundry Countreys and Nation 
yearly ar this time find lading; the principal Commodities of this place and the coaſh 
being Rice here growing in great abundance; Cloth of Cotton of infinite ſors, made here un 
grear quantity, Laces good ſtore, great plenty of Sugars , Mirabolans both dried and pre 
lerved , Long Pepper, Oil of Zerſeline, and many other Commodities ; the City in it (elf 84 
fair City, and abounding with rich Merchants that trade ro Pegu, CMnſwlipaten, Summar, 
and ſometimes to Cambaia, and the Red-Sea ; their time of trathick, by reaſon of the hear, s 
for the moſt part by might, and when they have once burned their rown of Butter, a 
hath been noted, they then hire Galliots and Boars, and therewith tranſport cheir Com- 
wodities up the River trom one Town toanother, fituated upon che ſame, where every day 
is found -1n one or other a publick - Fair and Market, fo that their whole life is (hill in mo* 
o_ y— 4——_ » providing in one place and purring off in another, here buying and 
chere ſelling. 

The Portwgals arc found to have ſome trade hicher, but thoſe thar reſide here are not ſubjeRt 
to much government, bur make their will their law ; only two Ferts they hold upon his coaſt, 
che one they call Porto Grande,the other Porto Pequenems,whereto there isdriven an orderly trade, 
and chereby chac Nation is kept within ſome order and diſcipline. | 

As for the Coinrcurrent here, the Weights and Meaſwrer here in uſe, Imuſt omic chem by

The firſt on this coaſt and ſhore is Aracan, ſiruated upon che River of {oſmin, which paſſeth Aracen, 


through ſome = of Bengala, and encrechinto that Gulph ar this City, by which commodious 
ficuacion it 15 found plencifully ſtored as well wich the Commodities of chat Countrey, as the na- 
tural Commodities of che place ut (elf. 


The next 15 CAMaroa, ſeared upon one of the mouths of that great and famous River Macea. 


CMartaben, which by ten mouths iſſuing into the Sea, gives a great ſupply to chis 


Countrey of all che Commodities that are found in ndis, from whence this mighty River 
harh irs ſourſe. 


Thethrd is Pegs icſelf, giving name to the whole coaſt ſeated in like manner upon one of Pegs. 


the ſaid mouths, which as beipg che principal ſcat of the Princes of chis Councrey, I will a lit- 
tle more particularly ſurvey. 


The marvellous greart t:des, and violent current of chis great River is not here to be omitted River of Mar3 
as appercaining to {rade 3 for it is found to bein it (elf ſo ſwift, that neicher Wind flor Oar (#4, 


can make head or way againſt itz and becauſe ic is found to keep a conſtant courſe of ebbin 
and flowing, therefore in cheir ſailing chey ſtill obſerve the tides thereof, and when choſe 
tides are at higheſt, chere are certain ſtations on the banks wherero their Boats, Galliors and 
Barges are faſtned, uncil che tide do again ſerve their turn to proceed on their Voyage : this 
one thing more I find wonderful here, chat theſe tides come not in by a conſtant continued 
pace or meaſure, but come ruſhing in at the firſt with a great violence, with a hideous noiſe 
and roaring, ſuch as in ſome lefler ſors is ſeen in che River of Rowen, and in our River of Severn 
in England, 

As for the City of Pegsit (elf it is divided into two parts inthe one the Xing and his No- 
bility refidech, lately bu and richly beaurified , and cherefore called che New Town; thie 
other part inhabiced only by Merchants, «Artificers, Sea-men, and ſuch likey and called che 
old Town z every houſe in the old Town where Merchants do relide, hath a place builc 
ſtrongly of Brick, which as a Ware-houlſe ſervech his occaſion; called- by chem Godon, cſpeci- 
ally to prevent firing, which chis Town is muck ſabjeR to by reaſon of the combuſtible macrer 
i 15 madeof z the New Townis walled about, and is aperteRt ſquare, having ewenty Gates, 
five in each angle, ditched about and watered, wherein many Crecodi/es are kept for watch of 
the place by night ; che walls are beaurified with many Tarrets for Centinels, guilded wich 
Gold; the ſtreets are very fair, ſtraight as a line, and ſo broad as fifreen Horſemen may ride 
abreſ} on both fides ; at each mans door are ſet Palms trees, which growing makes a fair thew, 
and thereby all paſſengers may walk daily in the ſhadow from one ſtreet ro another, co pre- 
vent the excraordinary hear of the place and climate : che greaceſt sade thar is found at this 
day exerciſed in Pegs, is from the Coaſt of Cormandel with Pintado's, Cotton Cloth, and ocher 
Bunsbaſins mach ifr requeſt here ; bur ir is co be noted, thar theſe Ships muſt deparr that Coaſt 
by the ixth of September, and rake che Monſone wind , otherwiſe they loſe their Voyage fot 
that year : from Bengals alſo cometh hither ſundry Ships with Cotton Cloth and other ſuch 
wearing Commodicies, which taking alſo the ſeaſon of chewind arrivech here when the ('#- 
mondel Ships arc ready ro deparr. The principal Harbour or Port where theſe Ships do de 
1s called Coſmin, and che place whererhe greaceſt Ships do Anchor to lade aud unlade their 
Goods, From Mecca comes alſo ſundry Ships laden with #volen (oth, Damacks, Velvets, 
and Chickens, From Malacca come many ſmall Veflels laden with Pepper, Sanders, Porce= 


len of China, C :mphora 4 and other Commodities, From Suwmmatra come allo ſundry yo 
wit 
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with Pepper and other wares z all which Goods are very ſtriftly looked into for payment 
the Kings Cuſtoms at landing, which is here paid in kind, and amounteth- unto twelyg 
pry cent. and che King doch hold it for a great affront ro be wronged of a penny of it , 
Rabies, Saphirs and Spinals paying here no C#ſtoms in or our, as being che proper Commodities of 
the Co a | 

For theeffe&ing of the trade and commerce of this place , there is ordained eight Brokers o 
Tareghes by the Kings authority, who are bound to (ell and vend all che Goods and CHMerchan. 
dize coming to Pegs, for all mens account of what Nation ſoever they be, having ewa 
cent. for their Brokerage, and are liable ro make good the debrs they make, which no CMerchay 
there reſident can avoid z for they will have the ſaid rwo per cent. by the Kings auchorgy 
granted them, whether their help be taken or nor. 

In like manner, there are ordained certain Brokers for the buying of all the Commuditicy 
boughc in Pegs, wherein is found amongſt them ſuch candid dealing, that a ſtranger can hardly 
be wronged or abuſed, if he have bur ſo much diſcretion to provide ſuch Goods as may be proper 
for the Countrey whither he ſends chem. 

The Commoelities native of this place and Countrey are cheſe, Gold, Silver, Rubies, $aphiry, 
Spinal: digged at Caplan, fix days journey from eMva in this Kingdom, great ſtore of Benjamin, 
Leng Pepper, Lead, Lacca, Rice, Nipernine and Sugar ; and many other Commodities. The 
manner of their bargaining, as being contrary to the cuſtom and uſe in moſt parts of che world, 
is here worch obſerving ;z all cheir bargains by their law muſt be made publickly and in oven 
aſſemblies of and before all ſtanders by, who becauſe chey ſhould yet not know what is bidden 
or demanded for any commodity, the Brokers either buyer or (eller having ſeen the commodity, and 
liking of ir, puttech his hand under 2 cloth and coucherh the parties hand intereſſed, and by 
nipping, touching and pinching of certain joynts of cach others hands, they know what 
bidden and demanded without words ſpeaking, which rheſe Brokers again wich che other hand 
covered in like manner, give noticeof ro che parry who ſers him on work, and eicher. ſo orders 
him to proceed to bid more or leſs,or elſe ro give over z and after this manner are all their contra 
here made, and afterward by the ſaid Broker regiſtred accordingly in leaves of Trees, which 
with them js uſed as Paper with us. 

And when any ſtrangers and forein Merchants arrive here, theſe Brokers are bound by 
ther place to provide them a houſe, Magazine, and lodging, whilſt they are here reſident, 
and when the houſe is taken, the Governemr of the Town ſends to know how long time he in- 
tends toſtay with them, and wichal appointerh cerrain Maids of the Town to go to him, chat 
out of them he may make choice of one whilſt he remains there, and then having choſen one 
co his mind, he contracts with her friends for her uſe for the ſaid time at an eafie rate, whidi 
done, he bringerh her co his houſe or lodging, and ſhe ſerveth him willingly in all his affairs boch 
by day and might, 2s both his ſlave and wife ; but then he muſt rake care chat during thar time 
he keeperth not company with any other woman ; for ſo- he might incur a greater danger and 
por of his life by the Law of the Countrey. Now when the time of his refidence is expired, 

e payeth the Parents of the eAfaid the price agreed for, and departech quietly away, and he 
rerurneth wich credit to her friends, being as well eſteemed of as ever ſhe was before; and if 
afterward this Afaid chance to marry; though with the principalleſt of the Countrey, and that 
the aforeſaid ſtranger ſhould again rerurn hither co trade, he may again demand his womay, 


and he ſhall have her by che Law of the Countrey , without che reſiſtance of her hwsband, 


any ſhameunco him, and ſhe remaineth by the ſtranger as long as he abidech there, and he tra- 
velling from thence, ſhe goeth home to her hwband again , which amongſt chem 1s held for 2 
molt ſure and inviolable law and cuſtom. 

The Coin currenthere and throughout all this Coaſt is called Ganſe, wh'ch is made of (7- 
per and Lead, and isnot the proper money of the King, bur every man may ſtamp ic chat will, 
and that is able, becauſe ic hath ics juſt value in aff and materials; rhere is mach counter- 
feiting of thiscoin, bur it is ſoon diſcerned by the Brokers , Tellers of Money, who readily 
ſpy it out, and therefore nor paſſable, nor will ir be caken by any ; with chis money Ganſs 
you may buy Gold, Silver, Rubjes, Drugs, Spices, and all Commodities ; and no other Money 1s 
current amongſt them. | 

This Ganſagocth by a wright called a Biſo, and this name of Biſe, goeth for the account of the 
weight, and cherefore a Biſe of a G anſa is accounted by ſtrangers there trading ; Rc 4 or 2 5,64, 
feerling z; and albeir that Gold and Silver, as all ocher Commodities do riſe and fall, yer this Biſe 
never altercth in value or eſtimation, Every Biſe makech a hundred Ganſaes of weight, and fo 
it doth come paſs tharthe number of the money is Biſa. 

In chis Connrey is alſo ſeared the Town of Marteven, a place of great traffick , aud the 
laſt of chis Coaſtz the Inhabitants whereof are wonderful expert in making of hard Wax, 
which hence is diſperſed chroughout India, and into many places of Europe ; here is alſo-made 
thoſe great earthen Jars or veſſels which ſcrve them to keep Water, Oil, or any other long

The principal Commodities of this Ciry and Coaſt, are Cotton Linens of ſeveral ſorts, and Commodiries 
that excellent Wine or diſtilled Liquor, called here by the name of Nipe , made of Coces or of Siam xnd | 
India Nuts, and hence tranſported into all parrs of Indie, and the adjoining Regions; here P&:an«. 
1s alſo great quantity of Benjamin, and of Lac, wherewith the hard Wax is made that is 
brought hence inco ſundry parts of the World, alſo that coſtly Wood called by the Portugal: 
Palo Dangvula, and Calamba, which being good, is mind againſt Silver and Gold; tor 
rich Perfumes, and the Wood Sapen aſed by Dyersz alſo here is Camphora in great plenty, 
Bexar Stones and Gold in ſome meaſure good ſtore ; allo here is found Diamonds, Nut- 
wegs, and ſome other Spices, which the Countrey of it ſelf affoederh for the maintenance 
of che trade thereof. |

to this (by reaſon of its proper ſituation for trade) their native commodities; z a Ship or 
ing hicher yearly from Libox to traffick, which thence departerh 3e days ſooner chan the 
reſt, for /ndia, and 1s at her rerurn found commonly the richeſt chat frequent theſe Councrey 
and here it is obſervable in Navigation, that the Aonſons or trade winds here continue We 
and North- welt from the end of «Auguſt to the end of Oftober, and in November begin t 
Northerly and North-eafterly winds, which blow cill che beginning of April, and from My 
eill che end of Awge/ft, the South and Senth-weſt rule, according to which , the trader hiche 
muſt dire his trade and courſe, and take the proper ſeaſon both for his coming and 


going. 

When Albuquerk the Vice-King of Portugal took this City, finding ir inhabited and 
frequented by Merchants of ſundry Nations, he eſtabliſhed pes ro for boch che Eth 
nicks, CMoorr, and Chriſtians, with appeal only reſerved to the higheſt Sovereign che Conquer 
owr : one remarkable paſlage in this conqueſt, I cannot omir, which was, that an Inhabjrane o 
this place of eminent note in this Ciry, fighting naked in defence of himſelf and of his native 
Countrey, was found to be wounded with many deep and wide wounds ; bur on his arm he 
wore my whereto was faſtened the bone of a Javan beaff, called a Cabal, by vertue where 
cf, re:withſtanding all thoſe wounds which were many and large, he loſt nor one drop of, 
blood 3 bur when that chain was taken from him, his veins ſuddenly and at once emptied 
themſelves both of blood and life rogerher. The riches and greatneſs of che place may by thi 
particular then happening be conſidered, when as the Kings Tenths in the Sack thereof, come 
to 200000 Ducates of Gold, the Souldiersand adveacurers ſarisfied, beſides the concealed and 
piltered booty, chere found and ſhared by chem. 

The currenc coizs are not as yet come to my knowledge z rherefore I refer the ſame to che be- 
rex experienced, . 

The weights here common in uſe, (as far forth as I have colle&ed) is the C attee Babar, and 
Peenl, wherein I find the obſervations made hereupon to diſagree z ſome making bur one Ba- 
har to be herc in afe, and ſome two ſorts of Babars, as thus :

theſe poor people that gave their Lords and means of ſubfiſtency. The ſecond is the 
reſidence of many Genoa Merchants argongſt them, who are found jn good number to abide in 
every good City, eſpecially on che Sea=coaſts, whoſe kill and acuteneſs in Trade far ſurpaſſing 
the natural Spenierds or Portngals, and who by means of their wealth and continual practice of 
the Exchanges are found to devour that bread which the Inhabicants might otherwiſe be ſafh- 


ciently fed with 5 and by reaſon chat che King of Spd is ever engaged co their Common-wealth 


for great and vaſt ſumsac intereſt, he is cheix Debrour nor only for cheir moneys, bue allo for 


cheir fayour, which by many immuniries thronghoud his Kingdow, he is found continually ro 


require them, and amongſt the reſt ic is obſerved , that there is no Geno« Merchant refidenc 
in Spain in any part, bac hacha particular Zicenſe to export the Rials and Plate of this King- 
dew co a. certain round ſum yearly , which they ſeldom uſe really co do, bur ſell che ſame to 
other Nations, that are conſtrained ro make cheir returns in Plage for want of other more bene- 
ficial commodities ; which for the certain profit it is found everco yield in other Councreys, is 
ofcen preferred before all the other commodities of this Kingdow. A third reaſon of hinder. 
ance I might add herero, which is the cayrent Coin wherein all commodities are {old and bought z 
for in many parts of this Kingdew, being for the moſt part baſe and of Copper and Braſs, which 
to convert 1nco Rials and good wweney is found to coſt the change in ſome places 5, in ſome 10, in 
ſome 15, in ſome 30 pey cent, which is che firſt penny. The great C»ſfomss alſo paid inmany parts 
of this Kingdom, is likewiſe a great ler and hinderer of Treding in general 3 which whereſoever 
the ſame is by the Soveraign levied, will in a (hor rime and inſenfibly devour and conſume a 
flourithing Traffick,, and enforce che ſuffering CAerchant cicher cocally ro give over, or bend 
his Trade where he (hall find the burthen thereof lighcer and more cafily ro be born and endured. 


Now as for Commudities which other Nations are found co bring unto chem, and of which chey '

therein, and for the mulcicade of Aerchant, which I imagine he underſtood Shop krepers ;

and Plaſhes from Italy, ſome ſmall wares from Germany, that is all che moſt impor- 

cant. It is one of the three Cities in France, where Exchanges have been placed, Rowen and

The general Rom the particular Trade of the Ciries of France let us view the trade in general of thi 
ef Kingdom, and we ſhall notfind ir of any great conſequence, for here ir is found that he 
France. Gentlemen do not meddle wich Traffick, becauſe they chink ſuch Traffick ignoble and baſe, and 
ſo nnfic for them ; which error the French no leſs dearly buy than do ſome Engliſh, to which 
Kingdom of late days chey have ia ſome ſort blowed over that opinion , though ſome « 
the berrer judgements of England are reformed in that point and find it a moſt z- 
thy, excellent and profitable Calling : but as the French are found to negleRt Merchandizi 
ſoare hey leſs ſtudious in their Navigations than their neighbours, either Spaniards, D 
or Engliſh; which I imagine proceeds not out of adefire ro attempt , or courage to perform, 
bur becaule chey abound with all chings both for plenciful food, and rich attire ; and if che 
want any thing, ſtrangers gladly bring it ro'them, allured by four principal Commedities which 
do much enrich the Inhabicants , which is 9#1ner, Linens, Salt, and Corn, being the prime 
, Commodities of that Kingdom ; yet it is found that the CAarſelizns crade and navigate into 
Egypt, Aleppo, and Conſtantinople, and the Normans and Britains, ico England , Spain, Ireland, 
and Netherland :, in trme of Wars they have alſo ſome ſmall Veſſels at Sea, more fir for piracy 
and theft chan for any great War of moment, and rheir ſucceſs hath been fo ill in their Colonies 
in America, chat it hach quite diſhearrened chem from ſeconding their arrempes, 
Three Cities here carry che greateſt fame in Trade, Marſelia, for the Levant , Rowen for the 
Engliſh (hanel, and Rochel for the Ocean, this laſt ſubſiſting by che growth of cheir #hite and 
Claret Wines of Bardeanx : Roan by their petty manufaRures of Cards, Pins, Combes, Paper, and 
Canva : and Marſelia by the Trade of Tarkie, wherein are found FaQtors thar do imploy the 
eſtates of many Aerchents reſident within Lions, and other inland Towns of France, which 
gives life ro moſt of cheir Trafftick and Navigation in theſe parts. Now it is obſerved chat 
England brings them Newland ſh, Herring, Pilchers, Lead, Tin, Cloths, Kerfies, (ottour,or 
Frizes, and have in returns Wines from Burdeans, Oils and Almonds from Mar ſclia, and 
Paper, Canvas , Bucrams from Rowen, and Locrams from cMorlavs, the Eaſt Comntrey and 
Holand brings them Cordape, Tar, Pitch, Rofin, Maſtr, and Fir Timber, and returns Win 
from Burdeaux, and Paper , (anvas from Rowen, and Salt from &res : Spain brings chem 
ſome Spices , and they return themCorn, and Linens : Italy brings them ſome Silk fabricks, 
&c, and they return chem Oils, Cleth, Linen, and thelike : Twrkje affords them Cetton wel, 
raw Silk, Cotton Tarn, Hides, Sheep wookts, 8&ec, and they ſend chicher Rials of Plate, Woollen Clith, 
and lirtle clſe 3 and chis is che grots of che prefent Trade of France.

thty being of the condicion of many Princes, that finding their Countrey enrichied with an 
eminent commerce and a plentiful Trade, never leave impoſing new Cuſtomer and Impoſts 
thereon, ill the Trade, and Cuſtoms, and Impoſts, and all other the benefics thereof are ſlipe 
oat of their fingers, and fled for protetion ro ſome other more friendly neighbouring State, 
or place, where the ſame finds a greater caſe, and a leſſer charge z and that ſlave Venice, An- 
vers, Lions, and Genoa, loſt that famous Trade, which for many ytars hath tnade choſe Ci- 
ties renowned, and by their fall and cafie Cuſtomer have Legorn, Marſelia, Amſterdam, and 
Lindon riſen to that height wherein they are now found to be, which if the Princes thereof 
do wiſely cheriſh, and contenc themſelves with a reaſonable Duty, fuch as Trade in it (elf 
may well bear, and che Trader live, and chearfully proceed in his negonations, they may (ee 
their Countreys daily to flouriſh, and grow borh rich and renowned thereby z ocherwiſe 
Trade will inſcnfibly flie from chem, the Merchants will give it over, or find out new pachs, 
and divert ic into Cone other place, ſhipping will in an age rot and periſh, and Navigation 
will quickly be forgotten, and thoſe Kingdoms muſt have other Natiohs to ſapply them ar 
the ſecond hand, and by ſtrangers ſhipping, with choſe neceſſary commodiries which the 
Countrey ſtands in need of, and che ſame both ar dear rates, and co the roo lare repentance 
of the State ir ſelf, as may now be verified by this of Yenetia, who would with many mul-

6. To theſe I might add ſome others, but I will conclude ir wich this laſt point of 
ſlight and fallacious ſubtlety ſome years paſt, when as the Signory of Venice had here a P 
miſſion from His Majeſty of England co contrat with divers Merchants for the 
Ships to ſerve againſt the Spaniards 1m the Gulf of Venice 3 when the (aid ſervice was per- 
formed, and that they came to receive their contracted* yment;z they raiſed their moneys 
I2 per centurm above . rate of che ſame ar the time of her agreement ; by which rate, Hs 
Majefties _— came to loſe a great ſum of money by the ſaid ſervice, co their great prejur 
dice, \and to the great diſhonour of that ſo Honourable Signory. 

: Having by theſe few particulars given che ingenious Reader a taſte of theſe preſent poli-

The fic ſituation of cheir City , the large extent of cheir maricime coaſts , the 
common apeneſs and addition of the Cirizens, have much furchered che great T' raffick of the 
fame ; whac it hath been in times paſt, when cheir Potency and Opulency was at che higheſt,and 
when they ſet our and gave imployment both tn war and peace co 300 fail of Gallies , beſides 
all ocher ſort of. veſſels ; I refer to cheir own Hiſtoxies. Their then rich trade ro eFgypt for the 
Commulities of India, Arabia, and to Conſtantinople and Aleppo fer the Commudities of Grecia, 
Armenia and Perſia, to Germany, France, Flanders, and England , for the Commodities 
of thoſe Countreys, muſt needs make chis Ciry famous for the Traffick thereof 5 but 
their coverous appetite , that could n.t be fatisfied with chis fame, and che great wealth 
eachin particular drew thereby, envied to themſelves chat honour, which all other Cities of the 
World was conſtrained to give chem z for cheir great cuffumss impoſed, joined with theaccidencs 
of that age and time, brought them co che preſent ſtate of traffick wherein now they are found 
to be, which is ar preſent pw) wn within a narrow ſcancling, forcheir trade to ,/Egype 
isvaniſhed, and feen only in the relicks thereof, for though in A4/exandriaand Cairs' main- 
rain Conſuls, ſerving in ourward appearance for the proteRion of cheir Merchants , yer indeed 
they ſerve to lictle purpole, as havigg loſt che former famous trade of «Alexandria and . Cairo in 
Siden, Acria, Smyrna, and other placesof 7 arkie z they have their Conſuls, asalſo their Agent 
in Conſtantinople and Conſul in Aleppo, which now are che principal who give life co their deſigns, 
a indeed the places where their trade 1s of greateſt eminency, yec it is not ſo-great bur may be fa- 
thomed within a ſmall line and as many things haye gorably ccacurred in the loſs of cheir former 
trffick, abroad and in other Kingdoms (as the diſcovery of India by the Portugal, the ſubverſion of 
the Greek, Empire by the Turks, andeahe favourable countenance of ſome of the lace Kings of 
England to their own Subje&ts, for their incouragement io tr4de, and their gengral inclination 
thereto) ſo they in themſelves have been chiefly wanting to themſelves, and have ſuffered a loſs 
ro fall inſenfibly upon them ; thac hath been the greacelt ruine of their eraffich , compriſed 
within the myſtery of cheſe cheir new /mpoſts, and the decay of the Shipping and Navigators, 
which that Prince muſt ever carefully avoid char would have his Countrey and SubjeRs thrive 
thereby ; and having now loſt all cheir trade ro all orher places. (che Dominions of the great Twrk 
only excepted) rheir Ships and Galliesare decayed , and their Mariners fled from them » ſome 
ſparks are ſeen yer ro remain z bur che great fire of their = being extinguiſhed, ic will 
got bencedful for me to rake the aſhes, and obſerve further that little coal that is yerreſting un-

|\Coſmvi chit Second, was the firſt Dake of Florence that had che Tirle of Great Duke of Tuf- 
cary conferred upon him, being crowned in the Court of Rewe, with thar Ticle given to him 
and his heirs for ever, by Pope Pims the fifth, in che year 157. Since which che Great Duks 
Succefi&rs have defired of ſucceeding Popes the Tirle of King, bur it hath been always obſty- 
Qed by the Kings of Spain , who would indure no Kingin /taly bur himſelf, and refuſed by 
che Pope as too Lprdly a Title. 

This Duke and his Predeceſſors have ever been found ro be great lovers of Merchanes ang 
Merchandizing, knowing that his Predeceflors raiſed themſelves by Traffick co the grearneh hy 

- His Territories are ps onthe Eaſt, from che Lands of che Church by the River Piſa, 
on the Welt from the calch of Genes by che River Aacra; on the North from & 
mandiola, «nd Marca Anconitano by the Appenine Hills; are bounded on the Souch by che Ty.

In Italychen not only the Gentlewen, but even the Princes entitled do profeſs themſelves ro 
be Merchants, wichour any indignity to their quality or place, which many of our Councrey 
Gentiles and Nobles (wich leave may I ſpeak it) fooliſhly diſcern, and only permic retailing of 
Goods to men of che inferiour ſort, and Shop-keepers, bur rerain yer the grols ever in cheir own 
and ſervants hands, and by this coarſe they are found nor only to keep the Patrimonies delcen- 
ded co them by their Anceſtors, bur alſo are daily found to encreaſe che ſame , while our Gen- 
tlewen prodigal in expence, and aſhamed to make honeſt gain, and exerciſe an honeſt calling, 
oftentimes not only deſtroy cheir Families, but ruine themſelves, and not ſeldom cheir Poſter;- 
ties. Amongſt the Merchants of [taly then, the Venetians are the chief , who»in crimes paſt 
enjoyned every Ship thence departing in Trade tocarry one of their Gentlemen or Clariſſimo who 
wasallowed him his diec and paſſage; bur this wiſdom of their Anceſtors is now laid afide, and 
the charges thereof which is ill colle&ed, is in every ſuch Veſſel begged by ſome poor 
Clariſſimo or other, ſo that cheir Traffich and Navigation is thereby much decayed , and 
the —_— and moſt expert of their Seamen imployed in their ſhipping are for the moſt 

reclans. 
The Florentine is the next, the Dake whereof is here to be remembred, who is the moſt emi- 
nent Merchant, and here not ſeldom. imploys his own and ochers Ships for Corn, Salt, or 
other neceſlary Proviſions for his D«kedows and his own ſtore, thereby incouraging his SubjeRs 
to trade and adventure abroad : two principal things are obſerved which do much enrich che 
Merchants of Italy, the firſt is cheir frequenc Exchanging , wherein they are the beſt verſed 
inthe World ; che other is che Trade of their Silks, wrought by che indu of the Silk-worm, 
which wrought into febricks are chence diſperſed throughout Emrope, and ſome parts of Aſie, 
but theſe are ferched from them by ochers, and nor exported by themſelves, parcly by che over 
great afteftion char they have ro their native bomes, and: their lictle defire they have co 
travel abroad, bur principally for want of good Ships of burthen, for _— (ome few 


Veſſels in Venetia, Naples, and Legern, all the Merchants of Jtaly cannot ſhew a Ship of 


100 T ans, 


Noples is a large and rich Countrey, and Genoa rich, though of lictle exrenc, yer the greac 
oumber of Nobility in the former , and the great »ſ#ry practiſed in che latter, hath reduced 
them to a negle& of all Trade, what the boſom of their Countrey doth nacurally vend char 
they craffick with, and theſe being in themſelves rich induce ocher Nations to bring chem 
thole few things they want, for though 7taly as it now ſtands, axknowledgeth many Sove- 
raigng, yet one Countrey ſupplying another, ſtands in need of liccle from Foreigners, fo 
that it may be ſaid, while they = peace they have plenty; ſome Proviſions of Fiſh, Corn, 
and Cloth, England doth furmiſh them, and in rerurns have only cheir S5/& fabricks , Oils, 
and ſome few other Commodities, ſo that purting aſide the Trade driven chicher by che Eng- 
liſh, as being of greaceſt conſequence, the Trade of the Spaniard, French, or Dutch , is bat

The Ciries chen found on the Sea-coaſt on the North-fide of Germany, have great ſhips ; 
yer more fir for great ſtowage and burthen, than either for ſail or defence g ad therefore of- 
tencimes ro this end fraighted by che Netherlanders. Neither can I attribuce mifth commenda- 
tions to che German Mariner, for thoſe Seas in good part, and the Baltich Sea altogether, are 
found free of pirares and piracies,which is che chief reaſon why cheir Ships are found in the ge- 
neral co be (o 11] armed, cither defendve or offenſive,and in one x Fer ho concur with the Datch, 
to che ſhame of the Chriſtians profeſſion, that there is never found any Prayers uſed aboard 
their Ships, neicher morning or evening, contrary to the laudable cuſtom and godly exerciſe 
of our Engliſh Mariners, who conſtantly uſe ÞPrajer and Pſalms, ar leaſt four rimes in four 
and cwenty honrs, which is ar the ſerring of che four quarterly watches of the day and night. 
Theſe Maritime Cities are for che moſt part cicher Hanſ*towns or free Cities , becauſe they en« 
joyed of old in all neighbomr Kingdoms, great priviledges of buying any Commodities, as well of 
Scrangers as Citizens, and of ſelling their own to eicher at pleaſure, and to bring in or carry our 
all Commedities by their own Ships, with like immunities equal co Cirizens in all che ſaid Do- 
minions, and no lefs prejudicial to others, than advantageous ro themſelves ; and in London 
were wont to dwell cogether inche houſe called che Still>yard, and there enjoyed theſe 
many other priviledges, which now for many years have lyen dead ; partly by reaſon of the 
Engliſh toand notcheſe, or che like priviledges in theſe free Hanſ-towns ; and partly, by reaſon 
dr on _ it more commodijous to make uſe of cheir own ſhipping , as in theſe days is is 
ey do. 

Notwithſtanding all this, yer ic is obſerved chat the Germans in general apply chemſelves very 

aduſtriouſly co all Treffick by land, but the free Cities on the Sea-coaſts do bur coldly exer- - 
cle ir by Sea 3 Beer being found to be ſpent and exported amongſt chemlelves in an incredible 
meaſure and quancity, with an excraordinary gain, and therefore noted for one of the prime 
commodities of this Empire, bringing profic nor only to private men, bur alſo co Princes and to 
free States, there being no CMerchandize in the world chat more ecafil finds a buyer in Gey- 
many, than this: for ocher Commodities, it is obſervable that Germany lends into [taly Linens, 
Corn and Wax; it ſends into England Bord, Iron, Diaper, Rheniſh Wines, and Noremberg wares, 
which can hardly be called commodities ; into Spain they ſend Linens, Wax, Braſs, Copper, Cord- 
ate, Maſt, Gun-powder: and thivis their principal Exportation. Now for cheir Imporcati- 
ous, [taly returns them Silks of all kinds; England Lead, Tin, and wooken Cloths ; and Spain 
returns them Spaniſh pines, Freits, Oils, Salt, =o Woels, and other commodities, 

I formerly noted, thac che Engliſh had their Staple ar Embden, the (awnt whereof uſed them 
well and courccouſly, bur wars growing berween England and Spain, the place grew danger- 
ous for chem 2 for cheir Goods taken, and chemſelves made Priſoners, even in che mouth of 
the Harbour z whereupon they removed to Hamburg, where being oppreſſed with new / ws 
ans, and being denicdche exerciſe of cheir Religidn, chey removed alſo thence, and (ecled cheir 
Staple ar Stoad. 

Then alſo our Engliſh had their Staple at Dantzich in Pruſen, for the Kingdom of Poland ; 
bur when the Dantzichers under prerence of the Swevian war, exited of chem a Dollar for each. 
woollen cloch, and as much proportionally upon all ocher commodities ; and aftetwards, though 
the war being ended, yet would remic nothing of the ſame; and withal, forbad che Engliſh, 
by a law decreed, co live in Poland,the commodities whereof were only ſold rhere, leſt they ſhould 
learn che language, and find our the myſtery of chat trade and Countrey : And laſtly, when as 
they exafted as much weekly of an Engliſhman dwelling in their City, as they did of a Jew 
dwelling there amongſt chem,che E it thereupon made agreement with che Senace of Melvin 
for 11 years, to pay them fix groſs tor each cloth broaughe iny and accordingly for all ocher 

and to pay as much mo:e in the Ciry of Kettle to the Dube of Pruſen , tor his giving 
thern free paſlage to Melvin; and ſo by this means they ſetled cheir Stople in Melvin: 
whereupon the Dantzichers being offended wich the Cirizens of Melvin , and che Hamburgers 
no leſs wich choſe of Stoad, procured all che free Cities by a publick writing to our-law nor 
only Melvin and Stoad for receiving the Engliſh to the common prejudice of che r:{t, buc allo 
Caningeberg, the ſear of the Dake of Pruſſen , and the free City of Lubeck, for favouring che 
Engliſh in this their courſe, and for permitting them being ſtrangers, to ſell their goods 
to any other than che Cirizens of each feveral Ciry. Bur how theſe difterences _
